SPLLCH OF .MR. BLNTtJN, 

Or Musouhi, 

In Senate Thursday, January 12, 1837, 
On the — EXPi’NGi.xo hesolution. 

'I'hc special order of Ihe day being 
called, file 'Secretary read the following 
preamble nnd resolution: 

Resolution to expunge from the Journal 
the Resolution of the Senate of March 
28, 1833, in rrlalion to President 
Jack-son and the Removal of the De- 
positee. 

Whereas on the 2Gih day of Dccctn. 
her, in ihc year 1833, the following re- 
solve was moved in the Senate: 

'‘'Resolved, That, hv dismissing the 
ate Secretary of tho Treasury, because 
he would not, contrary to his own sense 
luty, remove the money of the United 
States in deposile with the Bank of the 
United States and its branches, in con- 
formity with the President’s opinion, nnd 
by appointing his successor to eil’ect such 
removal, which has been done, the Pre- 
sident has assumed the e.xercise of n 
power over the 'I’rcasury of the United 
States, not granted him hy tho Constitu- 
tion and laws, nnd dangerous to the li- 
hertie.a of the People;” 

Which proposed resolve was altered 
and changed hy the mover thereof, on 
the 28th day of March, in the year 1831, 
so as to read ns follows: 

"Resolved, That, in taking upon him- 
self the responsihilily of removing the 
depositc of tho [tiihlic money from the 
Bank of the United States, the President 
of the United Sla'es has n-.sntncd the ex- 
ercise of n power over the Trea.'urv of 
tho United .States not granted to him by 
the Constitution and laws, and danger- 
otirs to the liberties of the People;” 

Which resolve, so ctianged and modi- 
fied by the mover thereof, on the same 
day and ye.ar last men' ioned, was further 
altered, so as to read in these words: 
"Resolved, That the President, in the 
late executive proceedings in relation to 
tiic revenue, has assumed upon him.self 
authority and power not conferred by the 
Constitution and laws, but in derogation 
of both ;” 

In which last mentioned form the said 
resolve, on the same day and year last 
mentioned, was adopted by. the Senate, 
nnd became the act nml judgment of that 
body, and, ns such, now remains upon 
tho journal thereof; 

And whereas the said resolve was not 
warranted hy the Constitution, and was 
irregularlv nnd illegally adopted hy the 
Senate, in viol-ation of the rights of de- 
fence which belong to every citizen, and 
in subversion of the fundamental princi- 
ples of law and justice; because Presi- 
dent Jackson was thereby adjudged and 
pronounced to he guilty of an impeach- 
able olfeiice. and a stigma placed upon 
him as a violator of his oath of oflice, 
nnd of the laws and Constitution which 
he was sworn to preserve, protect, and 
defanti, without going through the forms 
of an impccchmenl, and without allow- 
ing l^hiitl the benefits of n trial, or the 
nieaW of defence: 

And whereas the said resolve, in all 
its various shapes and forms, was un 
founded and erroneous in point of fact, 
and therefore unjust and unrighteous, as 
well as irregular and 'unauthorized hy 
tho Constitution: because the said Pre- 
sident Jackson, neither in tho act of dis 
missing Mr. Dunne, nor in the appoint- 
insn* of Mr. Taney, as speciried in the 
lirst form of the resolve; nor in taking 
upon himself tho responsibility of re 
moving the deposites, as specified in the 
second form of the same resolve; nor in 
any act which was then, or can now, be 
specified under the vague and ambiguous 
terms of the general denunciation con- 
tained in the third and last form of the 
resolve, did door commit any act in vio 
lation or in dei'ogation of tho laws and 
Constitution, or dangerous to the liber- 
ties of the people : 

And whereas the said resolve, as a 
dopted, was uncertain and ambiguous, 
containing nothing but a loose and float 
ing charge for derogating front the laws 
and Constitution, and assuming ungran 
led power and anthority in the late Exe- 
cutive proceedings in relation to the pub- 
lic revenue; without specifying what 
part of the Executive proceedings, or 
what part of the public revenue was in- 
tended to be rolerred to; or what parts 
of the laws nnd Constitution were sup- 
posed to have been infringed; or in what 
part of the Union, or at what periotl of 
his administration, these late prdccotl- 
ings were supposed to have taken place ; 
thereby putlini: each ijcnalor at libcrly 
to vote in lo.oei.oi the rt.-"Le U) '.'11 a 









ty, by shielding .Snniors fr .in public ac- 
coiintahility for making np a j'ldginent 
upon grounds which the public cann.it 
know, and which, if known, might prove 
to he in.siiliiciont in law, or unfounded in 
fact : 

And whereas Ihe .apocifiacion contain- 
ed in ihu first and second forms of the 
re.-olve having been objected to in dehate, 
and .shown to he in.-'iitricicnt to sustain 
the charges they wern adduced to sup- 
port, and it being well believed that no 
majority could he obtained to vote for the 
.said spocific.tlion?, and the same having 
been actually withdrawn hy tho mover 
in Uie faro of the vvh ile Senate, in con- 
scincnco of sueli ohjection and belief, 
and before any volo t.ikon thereupon; 
tho said specificalioNs could not aflcr- 
warils he admitted by any rule of parlia- 
monlary pr.icli.'o, or hy any principle of 
egal implication, secret intendment, or 
mental rescrviilion, to remain, and con- 
tinue a part of the written and public 
resolve from which they wore ilni.s with- 
drawn; nnd, iflhey cimid be sn admitted, 
they wiiiild not he suincient to .sustain 
Ihc charges iherein C'mtained: 

An.l Whare.i.s Ihe .Senate being the 
constitutional trihuiial for the trial of 
the President, when charged by the 
House of Representatives with otl’cncos 
against the law.s an.l the Constitution, 
the adopt inn of ihc said rcstdve, he fore 
any impeaehmcnlprelerred hy tha House, 
was a breach of the privileges of the 
House; not warranted by ihc Conslilu- 
lion, a subversion of justice; a prcjii- 
iliealion of a .jucstion which might le- 
gallv come hol'ore tho Semite; and a dis- 
ualificatioa of that body to perform iis 
coiislilulional duty with fairaes-. and im 
partiulily, if ihe President should thei.'- 
ftcr he regularly impeached hv the 
House of Representatives for the same 
iflcneo : 

And whereas the temperate, r.>pect 
I'ul, and argmiicntativc defence and pro 
test of the Pre.sidenI agaiiHt tint afore- 
said proceeding of tho Senate was re 
jocted and repulsed by that bo.lv, nnd 
was voted to be a breach of its privilcg'Ls, 
and was not porinittcd to be entered on 
its journal or printed among its docu- 
ment!.; while all memorials, petitions, 
resolves, nnd remonstrances ngaiiist the 
President, however violent or unfounded, 
and calcnlaled to inflame the people 
against him, wore duly nnd honorably 
received, encomiastteally coniinrnicd 
upon in speeches, read at the table order- 
ed to be printed with the long ii.l of 
names attached, referred to tho Finance 
Committee for consideration, filed n.vay 
among the puhlift archives, nnd now con- 
stitute a part of the public documents 
of the Senate, to be handed down to the 
latest postDiitv : 

And whereas the said resolve was in- 
troduce.l, dchaled, and adopted, at a lime 
nnd under circumstances which had Ihe 
elfect of co-opcraling with the Bank of 
the United States in the parricidal at- 
lempl which that institution was then 
making to produce .a panic and pressure 
in the country ; to destroy the confidence 
of the people in President Jackson ; to 
paralyze his administration; to govern 
the elections; to bankrupt the State 
iianks; ruin their currency ; fill tho whole 
Union with tenor and d’strcss; and there- 
by to extort from the siitforings and the 
alarms of the people, the restoration of 
Ihc dcposi’.ei and tho rcirewal of its 
chatter; 

And whereas the said resolve is of evil 
example and dangerous precedent, nnd 
should never have been received, deba- 
ted, or adopted by the Senate, or admit- 
ted to entry upon its journal; Where- 
fore. 

Resolved, That the said resolve be 
expunged from the journal; and, for that 
purpose, that the Secretary of the Sen- 
ate, at such lime as the Senate may ap- 
point, sh.yll bring the manuscript journal 
of the se.ssicm 1833 ’.34 into the Senate, 
and, in the presence of the Senate, ilraw 
black lines round the said resolve, and 
write across tho face thereof, in strong 
letters, the following words: “Expi'.miei) 
nr ORnKU or tub Senate, this — dav of 
, IN THE YBAU OB OUll LoHP, 18:)' ’’ 

The ros<jlution and prcahle having 
been read, Mr. BE.N'TON rose nnd said: 

Mr. President: It is now near three 
years since the resolve was adopted by 
the Senate, which it is my present mo- 
tion to expunge from the journal. At 
the moment that this resolve was adopt-' 
ed,l gave notice of my intention to move 
to expunge it; and then expressed my 
confident belief that the motion woultl 
evpiitually prevail.

.slriicti'Uis to expunge, — to the complex- 
ion of ihe two House.-, for ihe temper of 
ihc people, — to the denal ioiializcd con 
dition of the 15, ink of the I'nilt d Stales 
for the fate of the imperious accuser, — 
and to the is.-.iio of ihe Preiidenlial elec- 
tion for the answer nf the Union. All 
Ihcsc arc pregnant proofs of tho pnhiie 
will, and the Iasi pre-eininenlly so; he 
cause, hoih the ijiislion of the cxp'irga- 
li'in, and the form of the process, was 
directly put in issue upon it. A repre- 
sentative of tho people from the State of 
Ixenlncky formally interrogated a prom 
iiient candidate for the Prcsiilency on 
these points, and reipiired from him a 
public answer for the information ol' ihe 
public mind. Tho answer was given, 
and pnhiishe.l, nnd read hy all the vo'er.s 
hoforo Ihe election; and I deem it i'ii;lii 
to refer t.o that answer in ini.s placi*, not 
only as evideneo of Ihe point.s |)nl in is- 
sue, hut also for (he purpose of doing 
more ample justice to l’|■(•si(lent Jackson 
by incorporuling into the Ugislulivo hi.s- 
tory of this case, the high and honorable 
testimony in hi.s favor of tho oininont 
citizen who has just been exalted to the 
lottv honois of the American Presiden- 
cy: 

“Your last rpiestion seeks to know 
‘III)’ opinion ns to the constitutional pow- 
er of the Senate .ir House of Represen- 
tatives lo expunge or oldileratc from tho 
journals the proceedings of ii previous 
session. 

Y'ou will, I an: sure, he satisfic.l upon 
further consideration, that (hero are hut 
few qiislinns ofn political character less 
connected with the duties of the oflice of 
President of tha United Stales, or that 
might not willi equal propriety bo put by 
an elector to a candidate for that station, 
than this With journals of neither 
house of Coiigicss can he propeily Iinvo 
any thing to do. But, ns your question 
has doubtless hocn induced by the pen 
(Ionov of Col. Benton’s Resolutions, to 
expunge from the journals of tho Senate 
certain other resolutians touching the 
olficial conduct of President Jackson, I 
prefer to say, that I regard tho passage of 
Col. Benton’s Preamble and Resolutions 
to be an act of justice to a fatihful and 
grately injured public servant, not only 
constitutional in itself, but imperiously 
demanded by a proper respect for the 
well known will of people.” 

I do not propose, sir, to draw violent, 
unwarranted, or strained inferences, 
do not assume to say that the question 
of this expurgation was u lending, or con- 
trolling point in the issue of this election 
I do not nssuine to say, or insineate, that 
every individual, nnd every voter, deliv- 
ered his suirrago with rafarenco to this 
'question. Doubtless there wore many 
lexccplioiis.

petitions, travelling co.nmitlecs, and dis- 
tre.s.s depnlalions against him; and e-ach 
s.sipin of popular (liscontent was hailed 
aa un I'vi'leiice nf [uililic will, nnd .{iioled 
here us proof that the people dcinaniled 
ihc condeinmiiion of the Presiilent. Not 
only legisinlive assoriihlies, and iiieino- 
rials Iroiii large aaseiiihlies, were (hen 
produced here ns evidence of public opin- 
ion, hut the |ielilioiis of liuvs under age, 
the reinonstiances of a few signers, and 
iherosulisof the mist inconsiderable 
elections, were oslonlai ionsly paraded 
and inagnilied as the evidence of the sov- 
ereign will of our conslitnonts. Thus, 
sir, the public voice was every thing 
while that voice, partially ohtiiincd thro’ 
political and iicciiniary machinations, 
was adverse lo ihc President. 'I’hat the 
popular will was the shrine at which all 
wor.-hi|iped. .Now, when lhat will is reg 
iilarly, soherly, rejieatcdlv, and almost 
universally expressed through tho ballot 
boxes, at the various elections, nnd turns 
out lo he in favor of the President, cer- 
tainly no one can disregard it, nor other- 
wise look at it than as the solemn verdict 
of the coinpelent and ultimate tribu- 
nal, npon an issue as fiirly made up, fully 
largucd and duly submilled fur decision 
,\s such verdict, f receive it. As the d«- 
lihera'e verdict of iho sovereign people, 

I how to it. 1 am eonlL'nI. 1 do not mean 
to re. open the case, nor to recommence 
ilic urgiiment. 1 leave that work tooth- 
ers, if nnv oiliers choos« lo perform it. 
For m\ sell’, I am content ; and dispensing 
w ith furlh.'r nrguincnt, I shall call for 
judgment, and ask to hare execution 
done, ii|)on lhat unhappy journal, which 
the verdict of millions of freemen finds 
guilty of beaiing on its face an untrue, 
illegal and nnconslitiitional sentence ol 
condemnation against thd approved Pres- 
ident of ihc Ri’pnhlic, 

But, while declining to re-open the 
argument of his (piestion, .and refusing to 
trend over again iho ground already trav 
ersed, there is another nnd a dilforenl 
task to perform; one which the approach- 
ing lormnialion of President Jackson’s 
administration makes peculiarly proper 
at this time, and which it is my privilege 
ml perhaps my duty, to execute, as be- 
ing Ihc s iilalilc conclusion to the arduous 
contest in which wo have been so long 
engaged; 1 allude to tho general tenor 
his adniinisiralion, and to its eflect, for 
good of for evil, upon the condition of his 
country. 'I'his is tho proper lime for 
such a view to be taken. The [.olitical 
existence of this great man now draws to 
a close. In little more than forty days 
he ceases to be a public character. In a 
few brief weeks ho ceases to he an oh 
ject of political hope to any, and should 
cease to he an object of political hate, or 
envy, to all. Whatever of inoiiva the 
servile nnd time-serving might have found 
in his exalted station for raising the alia 
of adulation, and Imrning the incense of 
praise before him, that motive can no 
longer exist. The dispenser of the pal 
ronsge of an empire — the chief of 
great Confederacy of Stales — is soon to 
b# a private individual, stripped of all 
power to reward or to punish. His own 
Ihonohts, as he has shown us in the con 
eluding paragraph of that message which 
is to be the last of its kind that we shall 
ever receive from him, arc directed to 
that beloved retirement Irom which he 
was drawn hy the voice of millions of 
freemen, and to which he now looks for 
that interval of repose irhich age and in 
firnialies require. Under these circum 
stances, he ceases lo be a subject for the 
ebullition of the passions, and passes into 
a character for the contemplation of his 
tory.

CerlainlT, 
we have peace! peace with al! iho world' 
peace with all its liCiiign, nnd felicitous, 
and henclii'ent iiilliicneies ' Are wc rc- 
pcctcd, or despised abroad? Certainly 
the Amcric.m name xvas never more hon 
ored throughout ihe four quarters of the 
lobe, than in this very moment. Do w# 
hear of indignity, fir outrage In any quar- 
ter? of merchants rohheil in foreign ports? 
of vessels searched on the high seas? of 
.American citizens impressed into foreign' 
service? of the national flag insulted aiiy 
here? On ihc contrary^ wo see former 
wrongs repaired ; no new ones inflicted 
Franco pays twenty-fire millions of 
francs fur spoliations committed thirty 
years ago; Naples pays two millrons on# 
hundred ihousvnd diicals for wrongs of 
he same date; Denmark pays six fiiin'- 
dred and fifty thousand rix dolfars for 
wrongs done a quarter of a century agof 
Spain engages to pay twelve millions of 
reals vellon for injuries of fifteen year# 
date; and i’ortugal, tho lost in the list of 
former agiessors admits her liability, and 
only waits the adjiisimcnt of details to’ 
close her account of adequate indemnity.; 
So far from war, insult, contempt and 
polialinn from abroad; this denounced 
administration has been lh« season of 
peace and good will, nnd the auspicious 
era of iiniver.eal reparation. So far from' 
sulTering injury at the hands of foreign 
powers, our merchants have received in- 
demnities for all former injuries, ft has 
been the dav of accounting, of selflemcrrt 
and of retribution.

The 
great cause of the C mstilution h is been 
vindicated from an imputali on of more 
than f.irtv ye.irs’ duration. He has dem 
onsirated hy the fact i'self- that a nation 
al tiank is not “necessary” to the fiscal 
opciations of the . Federal Govoriinient, 
and in that demonstration ho has upset 
the argument of General Hamilton, and 
the decision of the Supremo Court of the 
United S'ates,and all that has ever been 
said ill favor of the conslitiitionality of a 
national b.aiik.

He has shown 
it is not “nece.ssary ;” that the cuirency 
of the Constitution, and especially a gold 
currency, is all that the Federal Govern- 
ment wants, and that she can get when- 
ever she pleases. In this single net he 
has vindicated the Consiiliitjon from an 
unjust imputation, and knocked from un- 
der the decision of the Supremo Court the 
assumed fact on which it rested. He lias 
prepared the way for the reversal of that 
decision; and it is a question for lawyers 
to answer, whether llie case is not ripe 
for the application <>f that writ of most 
remedial n.iture, as Lord Coke calls 
it, and which was invented lost in any;

Bank of the United .Stales in the autumn 
of 1833? that wise, heroic and masterly 
measure of pievcntion, which has res- 
cued an em|>ii'c from the fang.s ol a nicr- 
ciles.s. revengeful, greedy, insatiate, iiii- 
placahle, moneyed power! It is a re- 
mark fur which I am indebted to the plii- 
losophic obtervatioii - f my cslcemed col- 
league and friend, (pointing to Dr. Linn) 
th.it, while it re.qiiires fir greiiler talent 
to forsee an evil before it h:i|)pens, and to 
arrest it by precautionary, measures, 
than it requi.ics to apply an adciiuate 
remedy to the same c\ il after it has hap- 
pened, vet the applause bestowed hy the 
uorld is alwa\s greatest in the latter 
case. Of this iho removal of the public 
moneys from the Bank of the United 
Stales is an eminent instance. The veto 
ol 1832, which arrested the charter 
wliich Congress had granted, immediately 
received the applause and approbation of 
a majority of llio Union; the rem-.val of 
the deposites, which prevented the bank 
from forcing a rcchartcr, '.vas disapproved 
by a largo majority of the country, and 
even of bis own friends; yet tlie veto 
would have been unavailitig, and the bank 
would inevitably have been recliartered, 
il the dc|)osiies had not been removed. 
The immense sums of public monevs 
since accumulated, would have onahicd 
the bank, if she had rclaincd the posses- 
sion of it, to have coerced a recharler 
Notliing but the removal could liavo pre, 
vented her from c.xtorliiig a rcchai ter. 
from the sufl’ering; and terrors of the 
people. If it tiad not been for that mea- 
sure, the previous veto would have been 
unavailing; the bank would have been a- 
gain installed in power, and tliis entire F. 
Government would have been held ns an 
appendage to that bank, and administered 
according to licr directions, and by her 
nominees. That great measure of pre- 
vention, the removal of the deposites, 
though feebly an-1 faintly supported hy 
friends al first, has expelled the hank 
from the fiel-1, anddrivea her into abey- 
ance under a Stale charter. She is not 
dead, but, In-lding her capital and slock- 
hidders together under a Stale cliarler, 
she has taken a position to watch events, 
and to profit hy them. The royal tiger

on the national domain. Hu foresaw 
that if these currents were allowed to 
run their course, thal the public lands 
would be swept away, the 'Proasury 
would be filled with irredeemable pajier, 
a vast number of banks must be broken 
by their folly, and the cry set up that 
nothing but a national bank could regu- 
late the currency. He slopped the course 
of these streams of paper; and in so do- 
ing, 1ms saved tho country from a great 
calamity, and excited anew tho machin- 
ations of those whose schemes of gain 
and mischief have been disappointed, 
and who Imd counted on a new edition of 
panic and pressure, and again saluting 
Congress with the old story of confi- 
dence destroyed, currency ruined, pros- 
perity annihilated, and distress produced, 
by the tyranny of one man. Thev be-} 
gan their lugubrous seng; but ridicule 
and contempt have proved too strong for 
money and insolence; and the panic let-: 
ter of the «x president of the deiiation 
alized bank, after limping about for a few 
days, has shrunk from the lash of public 
scorn, and disappeared from the forum 
of public debate.

stand; the ground of fi iendship, respect,' 
good will, and mutual wishes for ihe, 
honor, happiness ai.d prosperity of each 
other. 

But why thi.s specification? So bene- 
ficent and so glorious has be.en the ad 
ministration ol the President, that w here 
to begin, niul where to end, in the enu-,

the first of generals; he goes out thej 
first of slate.-men.

To drop this irony, which the incon- 
sistency of mad oppoiiets has provoked,! 
and to return to the [ilnin deliiiealion.s of, 
historical painting, the mind iiistinclive-j 
ly dwells on Ihe vast and unprecedented; 
popularity of this President. Great is! 
the influence, great the power, groalerj 
than any man ever before possessed in 
in o'lr America, whicli he has acquired 
over the public mind. And linw has he' 
acquired it? Not by the arts of in- 
trigue, or the juggling tricks of diploma- 
cy; not hy nmierstanding rivals, or sa- 
crificing public interests for the gratifi- 
cation of classes or individuals.

TWENTY FOUR DAYS LA'TER 
FROM ENGLAND. 

'The packet ship Susquehanna, Cap- 
'ain Cropper, which left Liverpool on the 
20th of December, arrived at the Break- 
water on Saturday. Considering that 
the winds at this season are generally 
adverse, it may be quoted as one of tho 
shortest passages that has been made of 
late years under similar circumstances, 
being only twenty four days\ 

We learn that on the 29th of Novem- 
ber the southern coast of England aniT 
northern shoies of France were visited 
by one of the most terrific hurricanes. 

I — 'The list of shipwrecks is frightful. 
'The barque Isabella, Capta in Kurtz, 
from this city to Amsterdam, had been 
w’l'ccked on the English coast. 'The hur- 
ricane swept through the midland and 
southern countries, producing dreadful 
havoc. Coaches weie upset, trees, and 
liouses blown down, and tho stocks of 
(arm y ai ds scat:ered to the winds. Many 
lives were lost in different parts of the 
Kingdom, and much property destroyed 
by the sudden inundatiuns which suc- 
ceeded the torrents of rain. London 
did not escape the fury ofthe storm, but 
siifl’ered great damage. 

Don Miguel, tired of inaction, is about 
to commence a rebellion in Portugal, on 
the plan of Carlos in Spain. 

I here was a meeting ofthe Royal 
Guard at Madrid on the 27th of Novem- 
ber. 'Two hundred and sixty soldiers 
revolted; but they were subdued, and 
condemned to be qiiinternated — (every 
fifth man to be shot.) As soon as three 
had suffered, however. Her JMajesty, the 
Queen Regent, sent and pardoned the 
remainder. It is clear that much dis- 
affection prevails against tho Christino 
cause. 

Great expectations were fiirined in 
Spain, from the projected landing of Don 
Aliguel in Portugal. 

'Tile defeat of Gomez is said by the 
Christino party to he fatal to the Carlisl 
parly; but the Carlisl say it was not half 
so disastrous as reported.
